“Generally speaking”, say 
many old timers, “this is the 
best yielding and quality crop 
of beans we've had in the Glades 
since '32". 

One farmer reports 152 ham- 
pers per acre on a 17 1-2 acre 


,| tract on first picking of Tender- 


greens; many others are re- 
porting from 130 to 150 ham- 
pers, per acre, 

For the fing few days beans 
brought fronm$3.50 to $5.50 per 
hamper but with the yields and 
the increasing average ready 
daily, the price started down- 
ward until now a great number 
of beans are being “dumped to 
the canners”, z 

This “dumping to the can- 
ners” isn’t as bad as it sounds; 
literally beans are dumped 
from the hampers in bulk, thus 
saving the cost of hampers to 
the farmer. The price, if the 
beans are good, does allow the 
farmer to realize some small 
profit over actual costs, Qual- 
ity beans are still good for some 
money, according to the brokers 
of the community. 

“Farmers are a very cooper- 
ative bunch”. Oh yeah! says his 
friends. Here's some examples” 
of cooperation. One farmer, it 
is reported, went to the coast 
to get three truck-loads of pick- 
ers. After they were loaded and 
well on the way to Belle Glade, 
and the farmer had paid the 
drivers a lump sum for bring- 
ing. them in—the farmer decid- 
ed he had business in West 
Palm Beach. When he returned 
to his home field, expecting to 
find more, than 100 pickers 
busy, he couldn't find a one. 
Someone had garnered the pick- 
ers in and taken them to an- 
other field. 

Another farmer: loaded. his 
truck three times in one morn- 
ing, beginning with 60 cents for 
picking. Before his truck could 
clear the loading area, someone 
shouted “70 cents” and his load 
piled off; he loaded again at 


shouted “eighty cents” and em- 
ptied his truck for the second 
time despite his succumbing to 
the “eighty cents” pressure. He 
finally got only a few pickers. 

The prevailing price for pick- 
ers is now 60 to 70 cents—the 
price goes up as the price to 
the farmer for beans goes down.

spraying services as is now re- 
quired. ‘ 

‘The joint growing experiment 
has been going on for the past 
ten years, and each year has 
shown various angles of im- 
provement. Dr. R. W. Ruprecht, 
of Sanford, has been a man in- 
terested in the deal, and is now 
in Ithica working on same. 

Dr. ar Pearson, of the 
Eastern States Farmer's Ex- 
change at Springfield, Mass 
noticed in his celery variety 
trials a peculiar carrot like var- 
iety which did not show any 
blight lesions. He later crossed 
these plants with a Cornell 19, 
and the hybrid seed produced 
was the starting point of this 
extensve breeding project. Sam- 
ple plants were sent to both 
the Sanford and Belle Glade 
stations for futher study and 
experiment, and that is where 
Dr. Townsend came into the 
picture, when in 1941 he found 
four varieties which remained 
free from the Cercosporo blight 
lesions, and these were crossed 
with Cornell 19. Dr. Ruprecht 
states “If the developements 
proceed as expected I think it 
is safe to predict that within 
a three year period we will 
have Celery varieties which can 
be grown without fungicidal 
sprays. 

Looking over his Pahokee 
gardens, H. L. Speer, assistant 
county agent, discovered that 
he had two types of snails on 
the place. One was the large 
tropical snail common to the 
south end of Florida, which 
scientists hunt for collection 
tises, very brilliant in varied 
colors. The ones he has, speci- 
men of which he has on ex- 
hibit in his ofice, are of the 
purple and yellow colors. The 
other type snail is that which 
citrus orchardists have found 
very valuable, as they eat scales 
off of the scale carrying trees. 

That the bean season in on

Ten firms in the Okeechobee 
area have been indicted by the 
Federal Grand Jury in Miami 
for alleged avoidance of frieght 
tarriffs by the failure to de- 
clare the proper amount of ice 
placed in refrigerator cars leav- 
ing this area. The total amount 
claimed avoided by these firms 
is a bit over $2100, over a per- 
iod from December 1945 thru 
1947.
